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NEW CAR SALES 
PICKING UP IN 
CANADIAN FIELD 


ORONTO, Oct. 1 (U. T. P. 

S.).— Unfavorable 
weather conditions experi- 
enced during the past week 
resulted in a slight falling off 
in the used car sales, but the 
general tone of the market 
was good and prices remained 
fairly steady. 

The fact that the grain crop of 
Canada will exceed that of a year 
ago both in volume and value has 
had a stimulating effect on general 
business throughout the country, 
particularly so in Toronto, the 
manufacturing center of the Do- 
minion and home of the large agri- 
cultural implement works. The 
automobile industry is the first to 
show the beneficial effects of the 
renewed buying tendency, which is 
conceded to be the forerunner of 
another revival in trade similar to 
that already being enjoyed in the 
United States. 

It has meant that those who 
have for some little time back 
put off the purchase of a new 
car pending signs of an improve- 
ment in the 
now commencing to flock to the 
dealers to trade in their 
cars. This has in turn, of course, 
a tendency to glut the used car 
market, but as it is a rule which 
works both ways, the demand for 
used cars on the part of the buy- 
ing public has likewise shown an 
increase. 

It is therefore expected that with 
reasonably good fall weather 
demand for used cars will about 
keep pace with those traded in on 
new véhicles. 

In the long run the dealers stand 
to benefit all around from the situa- 
tion which has developed, as not 
only are their new car sales show- 
ing a good advance, but the large 
number of used cars being traded 
in is gradually enabling them to 
be more insistent on a smaller al- 
lowance for them, while any redyc- 
tion which as a consequence may be 
expected in the resale prices quoted 
will of course to that extent stimu- 
late the used car sales.

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Repeal the Excise Taxes 
By C. A. Vane 


Seeretary-General Manager National Automobile Dealers’ Association 
Tax reductions have been agreed on by all elements in 
Congress, but what taxes will be reduced or eliminated? 
There is a forceful movement on, backed by big busi- 
ness interests, to lower the surtax rates. Another equally 
insistent group is demanding larger exemptions for certain 
classes of individual income tax payers. The third group has 


come to be known as the “motor group,” demanding elimina- | 
tion of the excise taxes upon motor vehicles, parts and acces- | 


sories. 

In numbers probably this is the largest of all the groups. 
The full force of the burden is felt by approximately three 
and a half million new car buyers a year, but probably 
every individual in the seventeen and a half million owner- 
ship, during the year, pays some toll to the Federal govern- 
ment for the maintenance and operation of his vehicle. 

Of the justice or injustice of the tax little is heard. 
“We need the money,” was virtually the only justification 
ever offered by government officials in determining and 
continuing the levy. Willingness of the industry to make 
sacrifices during war time came to be accepted as a 


rule of conduct to be imposed on the industry after the war | 


was concluded. Right and wrong were forgotten. 

If others outside the business have so far neglected to 
see justice done to the industry, then there is no more reason 
why those within it should take upon their shoulders the 
task of straightening out the tangle. 

In these days of enforced economies in production and 
elimination of waste in distribution, 5 per cent. on the manu- 
facturers’ selling price of the car presents a serious resist- 
that automobile decreased 15 per cent. During the ‘defla- 
fully checked figures indicated that every time the price 
of an automobile was increased 2 per cent. production of 
that automobile decreased 15 pe recent. During the “defla- 
tion” period every 2 per cent. cut in price automatically in- 
creased the production 15 per cent. The figures checked up 
and down. If the same figures were to hold true today, it is 
reasonable to believe that a 5 per cent. reduction would mean 
at least a 20 per cent. increase in sales. That 20 per cent. 
increase would mean a volume of business to the dealers that 
would raise many from mediocre returns to substantial 
profits. 

While congressmen are at their homes we have asked 
dealers in every city to make it a part of the local associa- 
tion job to invite their congressmen to attend a meeting 
with the dealers where the dealer position could be ex- 
plained. Pressure on a congressman’s time in Washing- 
ton is tremendous. Causes lose their personality also after 
the lawmaker gets back to the capital. If dealers will take 
advantage of the presence of the congressman in his home 
.town, much good can be accomplished. 

The dealers have a better opportunity now than ever 
before. Congress can no longer plead, “We need the money,” 
in the face of actual surplus in the treasury. There will be 
tax reduction, but the reduction will be apportioned only 
where there is the most insistence for it. 

We cannot count upon public annoyance being a suffi- 
cient ground for tax repeal by Congress. We may feel that 
the excise taxes are nuisance taxes, and that Congress is 
against nuisance taxes, but what Washington means by a 
nuisance tax is one that is a nuisance to Washington to col- 
lect, not to the people from which it is collected. The motor 
tax is large and comes from comparatively few collections. 
It will be retained until every one burdened by it demands 

its repeal.

All of the principal cities in 
South Carolina are woven into the 
net that is served by the lines, and 
leading border cities in North Caro- 
lina and Georgia are included in the 
transportation system of many op- 
erators. 

The rapid growth that has at- 
tended the motor transportation 
business in South Carolina is second 
only to the rapid strides in road 
building in this state. More than 
1,300 miles of improved highways 
are now included in the state high- 
way system, and the progress for 
is only in its infancy. 
While the state road building pro- 
gram is being developed, the same 
progressive development is being 
manifested in the construction of 
lateral county roads to serve the 
main highways. 

With the development of the 
state highway system is developing 
the bus transportation business, and 


| bus operators are most enthusiastic 


about the prospects for their busi- 
ness in this state. 

An application to operate a bus 
line in South Carolina is as an 
application to operate a railroad. 
And when an operator under the 
recently enacted law. he is pro- 
tected by the state against compe- 
tition, just as the railroads are. 

Rates, schedules, routes, and 
every element that enters into the 
operation of motor transportation 
business is under the control of 
the State Highway Commission, 
and the plan, like the unique sys- 
tem for the construction of im- 
proved highways under the ‘“pay- 
as-you-go” act, meeting with 
hearty approval of both transpor- 
tation companies and the public. 
Perhaps only the railroad compa- 
pies alone are dissatisfied with the 
rapid growth of the two—good 
roads and buses. 

W. S. MecCrady, superintendent 
of the motor transportation de- 
partment of the State Highway De- 
partment, who is in charge of the 
administration of the bus regula- 
tory laws, as enthusiastic over 
the prospects of the bus industry in 
the state as are the bus operators. 
Mr. McCrady says that the indus- 
try is just in infancy in South 
Carolina, and the further develop- 
ment of good roads will bring even 
better business to the operators 
of mtrotor vehicle tr: ansportation.

We have always thought, with 
Hotchkiss, that the term ‘‘copy”’ is 
a misnomer. The text of an ad- 


vertisement should not be copy of 
anything. Writers of advertising 
rack their brain and tear their hair 
in their quest for something orig- 
nal, "and then when they have 
found it, or think they have, they 
label it “copy.” 

But since that is the accepted 
term for the literature of adver- 
tising, there is no more reason 
why we should question it than 
many other things which are just 
as incorrectly named. 

So “copy” it will 
‘copy”’ we let it stand. 

However, there is some justi- 
fication in the term, as applied 
to present day advertising. 

it is no uncommon thing to hear 


be, and as 


some one remarked: “All the au- 
tomobile ads read alike. I don’t 
know whom to believe.” 


There may be an explanation 
for this in the fact that there is 
such a marked similarity in mo- 
tor cars in the same class. 

It might further be said that 
buying tendencies -are universally 

similar, and whatever will appeal 
to the public in an advertisement 
for one automobile will do for 
another. 

Unless an automobile is 
enough different from anything 
in its class, unless it is fill- 
ing a definite need and finding a 
definite market to which it 
better adapted (or believed 
be by its purchasers) than 
price competitors — unless 
reasons for existence, its points 
of advantage, its selling merits 
are so interpreted to the buying 
public that it creates newer and 
larger markets for itself faster 
than it absorbs the old, it would 
seem doomed to mediocrity or 
ultimate oblivion. 

How can it do this? Upon what 
must an automobile depend for a 
share of its reputation?
